The stand extends forward from the west

widening as the nave is cleared to a frontage 
of 256 feet. It is divided into eleven sections, 
seating from 165 to persons each. 

Section A in the center of the stand will ac- 
commodate 220 people. It slopes downward 
to a platform, elevated between five and six 
teet above the ground. This u the speakers’ 
stand, and upon it will be:chairs for President 
Clevéland, Vice-President Stevenson, the Duke 
of Veragua and his family, and the higher 
national and local officers of the Columbian 
Exposit The front of this platform pro- 
trudes in a semi-cireular shape.

He Bumps His Bead While Entering a 
Carriage and Loses a Little Bicod, 
Naw April 28.—[Speciat.]—An acci- 

dent which might have been serious in ita con- 

sequences marred the start of the President 
of the United States to the Columbian Exposi- 
tion at the very door of his hotel this morn- 
ing. As he emerged from the Victoria Hotel 
to enter the carriage in waiting for him the 
immense concourse assembled in the vicinity 
set up a mighty cheer. It was noticed that 
the carriage was thrown in front, the 
back portion being up to screen the President 
from the sun’s rays. Projecting over the top 
of the carriage was an iron bar, and the Presi- 
dent was in the act of entering the open door 
of the vehicle when, to the horror of the 
ctowd, he was seen to stagger backward and 
fall into the outstretched arms of the gentie- 
men of his party. He was assisted into the 

- hotel and the house doctor summoned, who 

found him suffering from a severe cut in the 

forehead above the right ear, about an inch 
aud a half long, making an ugly wound. His 
head had come in contact with the iron bar. 

The injury was pronounced not serious by the 

doctor who dressed the wound,

One Man Has Been Murdered and Other 
White Settlers Are Reported to Be in 
Imminent Danger of Massacre—Direct 
Dispatches from the Indian Agencies 
end the Governor of New Mexico De- 
tailing the Critical Condition of the 
People—Summary Action to Be Taken. 

Denver, Colo, April 28.——[ Special. The 
report received tonight from Durango that the 
buck and squaw who murdered L. S. Welsh 
had given themselves up to Lieut. Plummer 

and United States Marshal Meler points to a 

lessening of the danger. The Indians have 

been at a big pow-wow for several days near 

Farmington, N. M., just south of the Colorado

to come out it is impossible to tell what the

CLAIM THEY CAN COLLECT NO PAY, 


Shippers Complain Concerning Certain Chi- 
cago Firms—What Col. Littler Has to Say. 

The Chicago Produce Exchange is being 
flooded with letters of inquiry from country 
shippers who say they have sent produce to 
certain firms in Chicago and are unable to se- 
cure payment for it. They want the Produce 
Exchange to assist them in collecting the 


money. 

It is said to be the old story of the country 
shippers, who, caught by a bid above market 
price, instead of dealing with reputable firms 
or inquiring of the Secretary of the Hoard of 
Trade or the Secretary of the Produce Ex- 
change as to the reliability of little known 
firms, send their property to men whom 
neither they nor anyone else ever heard of 
before, neglecting all means of commercial 
security, and when unable to collect their 
money rail against Chicago merchants as 
robbers, An iustance of the method of one 
of the new produce commission men was 
given by Col. R. H. Littler, Secretary of the 
Produce Exchange, yesterday. 

“A country shipper named Hanna of Gold- 
en, Adams County, III., came to the Ex- 
change,” said he, and asked for the Secretary. 
Here is the story he told me: ‘I received let- 
ters on nice stationery from a produce com- 
mission firm purporting to do business at No. 
200 Michigan street. It offered me higher 
rates than the prevailmg Chicago market 
price.

THE SENATORIAL APPORTIONMENT. 
The Democratic majority in the House, with 


to order the Senatorial apportionment bill to 
third reading after amending it so as to meet 
the objections of two or three Democrats who 
did not fancy the districts which had been 
made up fot them.

The constitutional provision that the districte 
shall contain an equal number of inhabitants 
as nearly as practicable is violated repeatedly 
and the one that the districts must be com- 
of contiguous and compact territory is 
it always observed. Thus the Twenty-ninth 
Distciet is made up of Lee, De Kalb, Kendall, 
and Grundy, the first county being just barely 
united to the rest of the district. 
This curiously constructed district, which is 
Republican by about 4,000, and which has a 
population of 86,483, was created because the 
counties composing it have a Republican ma- 
jority of about 4,000. In making up Demo- 
cratic districts a different policy was pursued. 
The Fiftieth iscomposed of the Counties of 
Alexander, Union, and Williamson. It hasa 
population of 60,388 and is Democratic by 


about 300—a small majority, but a safe one 


generally in a country district, The adjoin- 
ing district of Jasper, Massac, Johnson, Pope, 
and Saline has 71,920 inhabitants, because 
those are Republican counties. The Thirty- 
fifth District is made up of Knot, Warren, 
Henderson, and Mercer. i ha 88,994 inhab- 
itants. As might be inferred, it is heavily Re- 
publican. Green and do with 64,171 
people, make up the y-sixth District. 
This is Democratic course. So is the 
Forty-fiftn District, with 65,183 inhabitants. 
The object is to give Democratic voters a 
greater voting power than the Republicans, 
and the attempt nas been quite successful. 

For the gerrymanders in the southern part 
of the State no excuse can be made. It is not 
always easy to deal with the populous coun- 
ties in the north, but the smaller ones of 


*Gistricts which will be compact, contiguous, 
and about equal in population. But the ob- 
ject of the Democrats was to carve out as 
many safe districts as possible, and hence 
peculiar measure which they are confident 
will enable them to have the Legislature, even 
if they lose the State. 

If this bill passes, as it doubtless will, the 
Republicans will have time enough to decide 
what course to pursue regarding it.

HASTY AND SLOVENLY LEGISLATION. 
In his opinion in thé railroad ticket brokers’ 
case the other day Judge McConnell said of 
the law on which the indictment was based: 
“The act bears intrinsie evidence of hasty 
preparation and slight legislative reflection.“ 
The same might be said of the majority of 
the laws passed by the Legislatures of this 
and nearly all the other States. A vast 
amount of litigation grows out of the clumsy 
way in which bilis are drawn originally and 
the unthinking and loose manner in which 
they are amended. They are prepared gener- 
ally by persons who may have a clear idea of 
| what they are driving at, but who are unable 
to embody it in words. Sometimes a bill 
which was not any too comprehensible in the 
first place is larded and stuffed with amend- 
ments. When passed, a jumble of incongrui- 
ties and absurdities, it is impossible to tell 
what construction the courts will put on it. 
Such a bill as the sanitary district one is an 
illustration of legislative mceapacity. 

An old Illinoisan said once that in the early 
days there were but few members of the Leg- 
islature who could write and that their col- 
leagues left to them the drafting of bills, the 
result being that those passed could be under- 
stood, and were éustained by the courts. But 
afterwards, said he, education got to be a lit- 
tle more general, every member fancied he 
could prepare a bill, and the result was much 
crude and unconstitutional legislation. Such 
a bill as the one passed by the last General 
Assembly granting the right to vote at school 
elections to women who were male citizens 
shows hopeless slovenliness. 

They have in England a drafteman of acts 
of Parliament, to whom every act proposed is 
submitted in order that ite purpose may be 
put in good legal form, and that the people 
and the Judges may know just exactly what 
the object of Parliament is in passing it. The 
services of such a maa would be invaluable in 
Congress, where loosely drawn laws are often 
passed, entailing tong and costly litigation. 

Four years ago the Legisiature passed what 
is known as the Edwards compulsory school 
law. It received a nearly unanimous vote 
because every one supposed that it yas simply 
for the purpose of giving all children an edu- 
cation. The amendments which changed it 
from a harmless to an injurious bill were 
adopted without hesitation by members who 


had no conception of their significance, and 


no one took the trouble to read the bill as 
amended and see just what powers were con- 
ferred by it and how they could be exercised. 
Had that bill been handed to any competent 
person with the request that he state its pus- 
sibilities it never would have been adopted. 
The examination of bills by committees 
amounts to very little. Otten they make 
measures worse than the were by foolish 
amendments. The members generally pay 
no attention to any measures except those in 
which they are directly interested. As a con- 
sequence new laws are placed biennially on 
the statute books, and in nine cases out of ten 
it is iM possible to act under them with safety 


until they have had a meaning assigned 2— 


by the courts.
